Campus police 
raid nets stolen 
GCTV equipment 


On March 5 campus police person- 
nel, accompanied by detectives from 
the Prince Georges County Police 
Department, converged on a Temple 
Hills, MD residence in search of proper- 
ty allegedly stolen from Gallaudet Col- 
lege Television. 

The raid was a successful one, and 
campus police recovered an estimated 
$10,000 worth of TV equipment be- 
longing to Gallaudet. 

The police were acting on a tip sup- 
plied by a confidential source that the 
house contained all the equipment of a 
television studio and that part of that 
equipment had been removed from 
Gallaudet.

The SUB/Ely renovation is now 
about 80% completed, and barring an 
act of God, the building should be 
ready to begin receiving its occupants 
around the end of May. Perhaps some 
occupants could move in as early as 
April. 

All exterior construction is finished 
except for some minor touch-up work 
and landscaping. The bulk of the work 
is now concentrated on the interior. 
During a recent tour, carpeting was be- 
ing installed on the third floor of Ely. 

The basement, first and second floors 
of Ely are being painted and this phase 
should move rapidly. 

The SUB part of the renovation is 
probably the most exciting. The main 
level will have the Post Office, Rath- 
skeller, Snack Bar, Student Union Of- 
fice and Art/Exhibit/Study Room. The 
lower level of SUB will consist of the 
Bookstore, Atrium, Riggs Bank and six 
new AMF bowling lanes. Adjacent to 
the bowling area will be the game room 
for pinball machines, pool table, card 
tables, etc. 

Painting has begun on the interior of 
SUB and this process should move 
along quickly. Carpeting will be in- 
stalled in certain areas after all paint- 
ing and touch-up work is completed. 

The small auditorium (188 seats) is in 
the finishing stages and the concrete 
patio between SUB and the auditorium 
is in place. Plants and trees will be 
planted soon.

Located adjacent to this is 
the current newspaper collection. Some 
frequently requested titles are “on 
reserve” at the Central Desk.

Police raid 
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officers, conducted the search of the 
premises. Also present was a member 
of the staff from Gallaudet Television 
who accompanied the police in order to 
identify College property. The PG 
County police detectives, considering it 
Gallaudet’s case, were on hand merely 
to preserve the peace. 

The search uncovered numerous 
items of expensive television production 
equipment. “The place was filled with 
video equipment,” remarked Earing, 
who supervised the operation. “I saw 
studio lights, projectors, film canisters, 
video-cassettes of all sizes, videotape 
recorders, video cameras and editing 
devices. You could easily have put 
together a complete television produc- 
tion studio with all that gear.” 

Campus police officers confiscated all 
items of equipment that could be identi- 
fied as belonging to Gallaudet College. 
The equipment was transported to the 
campus police station where crime 
scene technicians from the Metropolitan 
Police Department photographed and 
processed the recovered property. The 
action by the crime scene specialists 
was necessary in order to pursue pro- 
secution. 

Campus police spokesmen refused to 
divulge the name or names of indivi- 
duals they believe responsible for cart- 
ing away the equipment. “The only 
thing I am at liberty to say at this time 
is that a warrant has been issued and 
we expect to make an arrest in the 
case,” commented Lt. Earing. 

“Just because you get off campus,” 
noted Sat. Jones, “doesn’t mean you 
are going to get away.”

Propos- 
als responding to RFP 81-37 are due 
April 27; the purpose is to secure from 
two to four plans for enhancing special 
education and related services to 
severely handicapped children and 
youth which will impact upon an urban 
or state-wide area. Proposals to RFP 
81-032 are due April 30; the purpose is 
to secure from four to six exemplary 
projects on models for deinstitution- 
alization or community interaction of 
severely handicapped children and 
youth.

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Contracts process to be simplified

Two significant changes are forth- 
coming in contract development pro- 
cedures which will make it easier for 
departments to initiate contracts with 
outside vendors. The development of a 
standard Consulting Services Agree- 
ment and the revision of the Contract 
Development Plan will be completed 
within the coming weeks, thus simplify- 
ing those tasks required in order to 
secure contractual services. 

With a recent revision to Gallaudet 
College Policy #15:02:00, the Central 
Administration has made it possible for 
individual departments to initiate con- 
tracts for consulting services by using 
the Standard Consulting Services 
Agreement. Under the new policy, the 
department may select a consultant, 
complete the Consulting Services 
Agreement and proceed with the con- 
sulting work under the signature of the 
appropriate vice president and the con- 
tracts officer. It will no longer be 
necessary to initiate a Contract Deve- 
lopment Plan and await its processing 
by the Contracts Office. All that will be 
required is to.send the Consulting Ser- 
vices Agreement to the Contracts Office 
for final signature and distribution. 

It is important to note that this new 
procedure applies only to consulting 





services for which the total contract 
amount is less than $5,000. For con- 
tracts involving other products or ser- 
vices, and for contracts exceeding 
$5,000 in value, the standard process- 
ing guidelines shown in Policy 7:11:00 
apply. 

The processing of all other contracts 
will be simplified through a second 
pending change, the revision of the 
Contract Development Plan. The ob- 
vious change in the CDP will be a new 
format. The format will be highlighted 
by a series of step-by-step instructions 
to guide the initiator through the com- 
pletion of the document. Signature re- 
quirements will also be clearly defined, 
and overall, the CDP will be changed 
to minimize the time required for com- 
pletion. Instead, the new CDP will pro- 
vide the Contracts Office with the data 
needed to develop a contract without 
requiring extensive efforts on the part 
of individual departments. 

Both of these changes will be formal- 
ly announced in the near future. At 
that time, Budget Unit Heads will be 
notified of the changes by a memo 
from the Contracts Office. The memo 
will cover a package containing samples 
of the new forms and complete instruc- 
tions for their use. Questions can be 
answered by the Contracts Office.
